Believe it or not, the experts and statis- 
tics-calculators say that in a year or two 
there will be too much rubber The Japs, 
it seems, did not chop down the trees when 
they over-ran the South Pacific territor- 
ies, and left most of the plantations un- 
tapped. Now the trees are producing 
away above average. Meanwhile in Can- 
ada and the United States synthetic plants 
have gone into operation which turn out 
the ersatz kind in bettering quality and 
increasing quantity. 

This, it is said, adds up to a probability 
that about three years from now the com- 
bined natural and artificial output per 
year will be around 2,800,000 tons. That 
is twice the amount the world is using in 
1945, for military and civilian needs. 

Things may not be as bad, however, as 
this seems to predict. No commodity is 
more adaptable than rubber, and none has 
in so short a time come to be employed for 
a wider variety of purposes, in industry 
and in the home. Perhaps the inventor 
will beat the surplus, by devising new ways 
to use the over-Supply, before it arrives. 

That is to be hoped. Because a glut of 
rubber would depress prices, block trade, 
and leave millions of people idle in terri- 
tories which Japan over-ran easily with a 
promise of prosperity. The United Nations 
could not afford to allow that to happen. 
They would have to do something about it 


—perhaps slow down the synthetic plants.

The seed grain dispute between the 
Dominion and the province of Saskatche- 
wan has been settled. Since it is ended, no 
public purpose is to be served by post 
mortem discussion of the issue. Quite the 
contrary. Such federal-provincial quarrels 
do nothing to strengthen the sense of na- 
tional unity nor to help get the country 
back onto the peacetime basis. In both 
respects the effect is positive and harmful.

Cordon Sanitaire in Reverse 


By EOGAR ANSEL MOWRER 

When Soviet start shout- 
ing against a western European 
“cordon sanitaire” allegedly being 
erected against a communist 
fatherland, it is time for democrats 
to laugh. For the energy expended 
between the two wars in keeping 
Soviet influence out of Europe was 
as nothing compared with the fran- 
tic Soviet efforts to keep “bour 
geois” influence out of the Soviet 
| Union 
| It was the communists who chief 
ly feared contact—not the  bour- 
geois. In 1939 Polish refusal to per- 
mit Soviet armies to assist them on 
Polish soil was taken as evidence 
of Polish sympathy for fascism. But 
even in the darkest days of 1942 
when Russia's chances looked 
pretty slim, Moscow stubbornly re- 
fused to permit American airmen 
to deliver to Russian territory 
American bombers for Russian use 
Soviet flyers were sent to pick up 
these planes at Fairbanks, Alaska 
Was this fascism too? 

This Soviet attitude persists to- 
| day While squawking loudly 
against any bloc that would ex- 
clude Russia, the Soviet leaders 
and their foreign instruments are 
busy as beavers arecting an eastern 
European cordon sanitaire in re- 
verse 

This is probably at the bottom of 
the Soviet insistence on creating 
“friendly” governments along Rus- 
Sias western borders 

Strategical protection of all the 
Russians against another aggression

by land justifiably ranks high in 
the list of Soviet aims. People 
whose country has just been rav- 


aged by the vilest sort of invaders 
easily aspire to the shelter of a 
contiguous ribbon of friendly coun- 
tries whose naval and air bases 
are available to the Red forces 


Nonetheless we should not take too 
seriously the explanation that So 
viet domination of the countr 
from the Baltic to ‘the Aegean is 
purely a matter of strategical de- 
fense. Moscow has other motives 

One minor motive is “Slavic soli- 
darity"—something the Soviets in- 
vite vou not to confuse with the 
“imperialist” Pan-Slavism of the 
czars. Unquestionably the Euro 
pean Slavs, even the Poles, have 
a feeling of racial communion that 
no amount of Hitler propaganda 
could create among the so-called 
“Nordics.”

advantage is the multi- 
puppet states whose 
votes will swell the Soviet influ- 
ence at international gatherings 
None who watched the Russians 
unashamedly giving orders to Slavic 
delegations at San Francisco will 
forget that in the coming world the 
Soviet Union counts on ten votes in 
the United Nations Organization- 
three of its own, and seven satel 
lites. 

Yet the basic motive for main- 
taining the heavy Soviet hand on 
Eastern Europe is probably psycho 
logical security. The Soviet rulers 
fear foreign doctrines and shun too 
close scrutiny by outsiders. They 
expend an immense effort in pro- 
tecting their peoples from “danger- 
ous” occidental thoughts. 

One method is to keep the fore 
igners out—or limit them to a hand 
ful who may be constantly watched 
and kept away from the inhabitants 
Another way is to keep the Russians 
in, Soviet citizens who have spent 
much time abroad students, for 
instance — are at home subject to 
perpetual scrutiny and suspicion 
No American Rotarian ever talked 
of domestic achievements 
o> so systematically disparaged 
foreign efforts as these Russian 
“internationalists’

There is nothing mysterious about 
this. International communism be- 
gan as a conspiracy and consider- 
able conspiritorial mentality has re- 
mained in the communist citadel, 
Unhappily, under present circum- 
stances, a communist quarantine in 
eastern Europe is a challenge to 
world peace 

It divides the planet into riva! 
“spheres of influence”. A Soviet 
bloc in eastern Europe will inexor- 
ably produce a non-Soviet bloc in 
western Europe. How can the Sov 
iets decently expect to exert influ- 
ence in the Mediterranean if they 
put up a “keep off” sign over a 
large section of the world” 

The atomic age demands some- 
thing different. It demands not the 
atomization but the unification of 
the planet. The Soviet Union is ine 
dispensable wherever warld decis- 
ions are to be made. But so are the 


cther major countries. The atomic 
age calls for something more. It 
colls for real confidence among 


peoples. Where there is, secrecy, the 
fear of attack will remain, So long 
as fear of attack remains, no pro- 
posal to entrust the knowledge and 
possifle use of the atomic bomb ex- 
clusively to an International Admin- 
istration will be sincerely accepted 
by any country 

Those who are insisting the Sov- 
iet Union should play a major part 
in important policial decisions 
everywhere have the duty to de- 
mand that our Soviet allies drop ail 
notion of a cordon sanitaire in re- 
verse. For while it exists, peace will 
be precarious
